ing on fire. 

"When the loss came to be iignred 
out the three younger brothers wished 
to throw it all upon the elder, upon 
the ground that had he not tied up 
his part of the cat with the inflamma- 
ble rag the building would not have 
been destroyed, lie, on the contrary, 
contended that had the cat been only 
possessed of the trout right paw, his 
property, it would have stood still 
and burned to death.

ually stop their ordinary traffic. Eac 
of the physicians applying lias bet 
famished with a badge and a spec! 
permit, which entitle him to the pri< 
ilegesofthe ordinance and demoi

The ordinance also applies to ambu- 
lances, and is made to include all phy- 
sicians driving In answer to profession- 
al calls, to fires or accidents . It is de- 
signed to afford relief as quickly as 
possible to people who require the 
services of a physician . The permits 
are signed by the Mayor and City 
Clerk, and the badges are issued from 
the City Clerk's office on the payment 
of a 50 cent fee. The oidiuanco has 
been effective about one month, and

Washington, May 5.— Nowh 
the whole correspondence which 
the United States had during the 
last year with the countries of 
Europe, which correspondence is 
just now becoming public property 
though advance sheets of the 
United States red book, is there ex- 
hibited a more vigorous insistence 
upon the rights of Americans than 
in the course of the negotiations 
with France respecting the exciu- 
eion by the Government of that 
country of Americau cattle. The 
President himself dictated a small 
but most important portion of tht 
correspondence in its earlier stages 
and the concluding chapters, con 
tributed by Secretary Olney, sweep 
away like cobwebs the specious ex- 
Msl put forward to justify 
the exclusion, and make it plain 
that retaliation may be expected if 
the unjust restrictions are not 
abated or justified. 

As far back as March of last 
year, just after the fact that the 
exclusion ordered had been issued 
was made known to the State De- 
partment through Mr. Vignaud, 
our Charge at Paris, Secretary 
Gresham cabled that officer that he 
had failed to state the reason for 
its issue; that the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture had asserted that our cat- 
tle were entirely free from disease

Dr. J. D. Buck, the eminent Theoso- 
phfst, addressed a large audience in 

the Theosophical Hall, Lincoln Inn 
Court Building, last night. Ho took 
for his subject "Initiations; True and 
False, Ancient and Modern Mysteries.

MONKEYS AS GOLD MINERS. 



Capt Mobs Has Twenty Four at 
Work for Him Who do Work 
That Men Can t Do. 



Capt. E. Mo™, who has just re- 
turned to London from the Transvaal, 
tells the story of the monkeys who 
work for him in the mints: "I have 
twouty-four monkeys," said he, "em- 
ployed about my mines . They do the 
work of seveu able-bodied men, and it 
is no reflection upon the human labor- 
ers to say that thoy do a class of work 
a man is useless. They gather up the 
small pieces of quarlz that would De 
passed unnoticed by the workinguieu 
and pile them up iu little heapB that 
can easily be gathered up iu a shovel 
and thrown iu the mill. They are ex- 
ceedingly adept at catching the little 
particles, and their sharp eyes never 
escape the very things that the human 
eye would pass over. When I went 
digging gold 1 had two moukeys thai 
were exceedingly iuteresting pels. 
They were constantly following me 
about the mines, and on day I uoticed 
that they were busily engaged In 
gathering up little bits of quartz and 
putting them in piles. They see 
to enjoy the labor very much, and 
would goto the mines eveiy morning 
and work there during the day. Ii 
did not take me long to learn theii 
value as laborers, and I decided t< 
procure more. So I immediately pro- 
cured a number and now have twe 
dozen working daily in and about the 
mines. It is exceedingly interesting 
to watch my two pet monkeys, teach 
the new ones how to work, and, still 
stranger, to see how the newcoi 
take to it. They work just as they 
please, sometimes going down in the 
mines wheu they have cleared up all 
the debris on the outside. They live 
and work together without quarrelling 
any more than men do. They 
quite methodical in their habits and 
go to work and finish up in the ■ 
manner as human beings would do 
under similar circumstances ."—Bos- 
ton Transcript.
